vanishment of Chlne.e Officials. 
Washington, Nov. 21.— The Japanese 
legation has received from the for- 
eign office at Tokio the text of the 
Chinese hnperial edict, dated the l*th 
Inst., on the punishment of the anti- 
foreign officials. It its to the follow- 
ing effect: 

"Orders have been already Issued 
for the punishment of the officials 
responsible for opening hostilities 
upon friendly powers and bringing 
the country itrto the present critical 
condition by neglecting to suppress 
and encouraging the Poxers. But as 
the IVking neighborhood has not yet 
ben entirely cleared of the Boxers, 
the innocent people are still suffering 
terribly through the devastation of 
their field* and the destruction of 
their houses, a state of affairs which 
can not fall to fill one with the bit- 
terest feelings against these officials. 
And if they are not severely pun- 
ished, how can the anger of the peo- 
ple ik- appeased and the indignation 
of the foreign powers be allayed?

"Accordingly, Prince Tuan is here- 
by deprived of the title and rank, and 
shall, together with Prince Chwiuig.

Washington, Nov» 21.— An enthusi- 
astic plea for a wide expansion of 
rural free delivery is made in the an- 
nual report of W. M. Johnson, first 
assistant postmaster general. Ho 
says that the extraordinary develop- 
ment of this system during the past 
12 months, under the stimulus of ap- 
propriations of $450,000 for the fiscal 
yrar ISM-IOOO, ami $t,750\000 for the 
fiscal year lOOO-Ol, Is conclusive as 
showing that hereafter It must be a 
jjermnnent ami expanding feature of 
the oostnl administration. The serv- 
ice can now be extended as swiftly 
as congress may direct or as the 
means permit, until It covers all those 
portions of the United States now 
reported in whole or in part by the 
more primitive methods of the postal 
service which have come down to us 
almost without change from colonial 

Pay of Rnral farriers. 

This change, Mr. Johnson believes, 
can be effected without excessive cost 
to the government. Under ordinary 
conditions a full route is considered 
to be 25 miles long, so devised that 
the carrier does not pass over the 
same ground twice in the same day. 
The congressional representative con- 
trols the appointments. The pay of 
the rural carriers is now from $400 to 
$500 per annum'. There are no civil 
service restrictions, nor restrictions 
as *o sex, but M is inexorably re- 
quired that appointees shall be of 
good character. The present policy 
is to extend rural delivery In accord- 
ance with the demands made from all 
parte of the country, so t-hat each 
Individual route may be dovetailed 
upon another route hereafter to be 
started, and with this idea constantly 
kept In view, rural free delivery is 
eventually to extend over all well- 
settled rural oommunities In the 
United States.

THE PEOPLE WANT A FAIR DEAL. 



When, ten yoars ago, 
General Assembly altered the Legisla- 
tive, Senatorial, Congressional and Ju- 
dicial boundaries of Kentucky, a great 
moral and civic wrong was Inflicted 
upon a majority of voters because of 
the unfair and partisan divisions of the 
territory of the state. With each suc- 
ceeding year the extent of that injustico 
has grown, until the whole Common- 
wealth calls for reparation and a 
remedy. 

The Legislature of UM sought to re- 
duce the Republican representation to 
as small a figure as possible. WC" 
that object In view, underaired ar 
underpopulated Districts were creat* 
in the Democratic sections. Isolated 
Republican counties were tacked on to 
several hostile Democratic counties In 
some Instances, but it was in tho Re- 
publican strongholds that the evil 
reached its height. Great, straggling 
groups of counties were gerrymander 
into single Districts without regard 
population, area or the political and 
legal injustice of the thing. After thli 
fashion the Democrats continued uiiti 
one Democrat's vote in the Hluegrasi 
or tho Pennyrile or the low country wai 
worth two or three or four Republicai 
votes in tho mountains or the foothllli 
In all except county and National elec 
tions. Moreover, when a county for 
merly Democratic began giving Repub 
lican majorities it was at once added ti 
the nearest Republican District, agains 
the spirit and the letter of the law, and 
the essence of fair play. 

The population of the 11» counties of 
Kentucky is 2,147,174. Hy law there can 
be but thirty-eight Senatorial Districts. 
Therefore the proper apportionment 
should be, in round numbers, 66,500 
citizens to a District. In a few Districts 
natural growth since 1WK) has 
brought the total of population to 
within a few hundred or thousands of 
this figure, but for the most part the 
Districts, from the standpoint of popu- 
lation, are either very much too small, 
very much too large. As might have 
been expected, the very small Districts 
Democratic without exooption, 
while the very large Districts are in the 
Republican strongholds, and yet 
small Democratic District gets equal 
representation with a large Republican 
District.
